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Haringey Council 
to cull 22 per 
cent of whole 
workforce 
in a bid to 
save £50m 
- but union 
chiefs bite 
back at the 
huge cuts...

MORE than 1,000 members of staff at 
Haringey Council are set to lose their jobs in 
a huge cull designed to save the cash- 
strapped authority millions. 

About 22 per cent of the 4,500-strong workforce 
will find themselves out of work as council chiefs

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scramble to save more than £50million from 
their budget in the next year alone. Though the 
plan is in early stages, every department is 
expected to come under fire and workers are 
already steeling themselves for the cuts after 
receiving letters warning them of the plan. 

Council leader Claire Kober said: “The depth 
and speed of the government’s public sector 
spending cuts have put local councils under 
immense pressure to make urgent savings, and 
Haringey is no exception. 

“It is not possible to remove upwards of £50m 
from our budget without significant job losses. 
We have spoken to hundreds of staff in recent 
weeks, and many have put forward their own 
ideas for changes to terms and conditions as a 
means of minimising job losses. 

“We will, wherever possible, make cuts by 
first deleting vacant posts, but further job losses 
are unfortunately unavoidable. No decisions 
have been taken beyond opening the discussion 
with staff and trade unions.” 

But the proposal met with widespread con¬ 
demnation from union representatives in 
Haringey. Keith Flett, chairman of Haringey 
Trades Council, told the Advertiser: “There are 
ways of doing these things and there are ways of 
not doing them. This looks like the worst possi¬ 
ble way of starting, if indeed they need to be 
done in the first place. 


“We are talking about more than 20 per cent of 
the workforce which, as anyone involved in the 
business would know, is not sustainable without 
the whole organisation seizing up and stopping. 

“It is a big concern of mine that cost-cutting 
and job reductions are very specific skills which 
councillors and senior officers may have no 
experience of. 

“We will seek to help them find better ways 
of doing this. But does it really need to be done 
at all? It would be better to join the unions and 
the community in asking the government for 
more money.” 

Jenny Sutton, branch secretary of the Univer¬ 
sity And College Union at the Colllege of 
Haringey, Enfield And North East London, said 
51 “at risk of redundancy” letters had been sent 
to staff at Haringey’s Professional Development 
Centre, including specialist teachers who give 
support to children with disabilities and those 
for whom English is a second language. She 
added: “Since the election, Haringey Council has 
made £18m of cuts in care and social services, 
housing, play schemes and youth services and 
further cuts of £50m are planned. Tottenham has 
the highest unemployment in London, yet our 
community is under attack from a government 
of millionaires determined to privatise public 
services and force the poor into ghettos.”

Cabinet agrees to lease crematorium 
and cemeteries to outside contractor

THE day-to-day running 
of Haringey’s cemeteries 
and crematorium could be 
taken over by a private 
company after councillors 
controversially agreed to 
lease them to an outside 
contractor. 

The cabinet agreed that 
Tottenham Cemetery, in 
White Hart Lane, Wood 
Green Cemetery, in 
Wolves Lane, and Enfield 
Crematorium, in Great 
Cambridge Road, Enfield, 
could all be leased to a 
specialist operator. 

It also agreed that officers should 
seek planning permission to create new 
burial space at Enfield Crematorium. 

Other options for the sites were con¬ 
sidered by the cabinet, including selling

one or all of the sites. 

But a lease-based agreement would 
give the council the option of “building 
in” controls, such as opening hours and 
access to facilities, safety and security 
as well as what happens to grave space 


in the future, a spokesman said. 

Council money is becoming increas¬ 
ingly tight as the authority struggles to 
make savings of as much as £60million 
next year alone. This, and the fact the 
government is reducing the ability of 
local councils to borrow money, will 
restrict Haringey’s ability to invest in 
the sites any longer, members heard. 

The options set out in a report to the 
cabinet would cost between £6.6m and 
£13.4m. 

Councillor Dilek Dogus, cabinet 
member for adult and community ser¬ 
vices, said: “We understand the con¬ 
cerns of the bereaved and their families, 
but with the cuts being imposed on the 
council, we think that private sector 
funding is the most sensible option for 
us, so that the necessary work can be 
carried out at the sites. 

“Enfield Crematorium needs a mini¬ 
mum capital investment of £6.6m to 
upgrade equipment so that it complies 
with new emission standards and to 
provide new burial spaces. 

“We expect that this decision will 
mean that families and mourners will 
be offered just as good a service. It’s 
also important for people to remember 
that the sites will be leased - not sold.” 


People living 
near Spurs 
face eviction 


HARINGEY Council has agreed 
“in principle” to a a scheme which 
means people living near the 
proposed new Spurs stadium could 
be forced from their homes. 

Buildings near the planned new 
stadium could be the subject of 
compulsory purchase orders after 
a report was approved by the 
council’s cabinet last week, 
outlining plans to enable the club 
to buy land and property in the 
area. While Spurs already own 85 
per cent of the land surrounding 
the existing White Hart Lane 
stadium, a CPO would enable the 
club to buy other land deemed 
essential in allowing the multi¬ 
million pound scheme to go ahead. 

Council leader Claire Kober 
said: “Haringey has worked hard 
to pull this report together swiftly 
because we know that a CPO 
would allow Spurs’ plans, which 
have the full backing of the 
council, to progress unhindered. 

“The council has acted in the 
interests of the club and is 
committed to seeing work on the 
project continue. We look forward 
to work starting on site and to 
welcoming Spurs’ 56,000 capacity 
state-of-the-art stadium to 
Tottenham.” 

Compulsory purchase orders will 
only be considered as a “last resort” 
when all negotiations have failed.

unit may 
take the 
bullet despite outcry

A METROPOLITAN Police unit which inves¬ 
tigates gun crime in Haringey’s black commu¬ 
nities could be disbanded to save money. 

Operation Trident, which was launched 
after “execution-style” killings in 1998, faces 
the axe as the force tries to save money in 
the wake of the government’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

Though a final decision has yet to be made, 
a spokesman for the force admitted no depart¬ 
ment was “sacrosanct”. 

Tottenham MP David Lammy said scrap¬ 
ping Trident would be an “extraordinary deci¬ 
sion”. He told the Advertiser: “This is specu¬ 
lation at the moment but I would be upset at 
the thought of Trident being dismantled. 

“Right across London people have been 
very concerned about gun crime and in 
Haringey we have seen a reduction in gun and 
knife knife. Most of that has been led by intel¬ 


ligence at Trident. If they decide to get rid of 
Trident, there would be the potential of an 
escalation of violent crime in London. 

“I would want to know exactly what would 
replace it and I’m very concerned we would 
see an escalation in crime in places like 
Haringey. The only way we can deal with this 
type of crime is to have intelligence - under¬ 
standing what is happening on the streets, 
understanding gang activity and knowing 
where these people are and going after them.” 

Trident has investigated 12 murders and 224 
shooting incidents in the past year and is 
formed of 350 investigative officers and 98 
support staff. Police chiefs wanted to improve 
relations with black people in London who 
had been mistrustful of the police and were 
reluctant to pass on information. 

Last year, Trident organised a hard-hitting 
campaign warning girls of the dangers of 
stashing guns for their boyfriends. Trident 
officers also investigated the case of Aron 


Thomas, who fired a handgun indiscrimi¬ 
nately into crowds of people in Wood Green in 
Lebruary, and the murders of Joseph Hylton 
and Marcin Bilaszewski, youngsters from 
Haringey who were killed within the space of 
a weekend in May. 

A Met spokesman said: “We, like the rest of 
the public sector, are facing challenging 
times, but we live in the real world and con¬ 
tinue to reduce costs as much as we can. We 
don’t yet know the full impact the budget cuts 
will have on the Met and we are unlikely to 
know our final budget for several months. 

“It has been made clear that no organisa¬ 
tional structures are sacrosanct. Trident 
Operational Command Unit remains commit¬ 
ted to working with communities to prevent 
and investigate shootings and is reviewing all 
options on how it can deliver a better service 
to Londoners at a time of reducing budgets. 
However, no decisions have been made.”

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A LYNCHPIN at the centre of the Neighbourhood 
Watch scheme in Haringey will be cut in the latest 
swathe of cuts sweeping the country. 

The link manager role in the borough-wide 
scheme is to be slashed next year after a Haringey 
Police spokeswoman said they could no longer afford 
to keep the post. Pauline Syddell who has been in 
the role for several years will lose her job in March. 

Rosemary Johnson {pictured ), chairwoman of the 
Bruce Grove Neighbourhood Watch scheme, told 
the Advertiser the decision was “shortsighted”. She 
said: “Pauline has been doing a good job and we 
need her. She works across the whole borough, 
organising meetings and sending emails around. We 
are the eyes and ears of the police and notice what’s 
happening on the streets. We then negotiate with 
the police and council for the way ahead. 

“If our service is no longer effective, things 
are going to go back to how they were before; 
drunkenness, fly-tipping, things like that.” 

But Superintendent Chris Barclay, of Haringey 
Police, said it was “time to move forward”. 

“Funding for this post has been removed, 
meaning the post comes to an end at the end of the 
current financial year,” he said. 

“Pauline has done a great job, however due to the 
financial situation it’s time to move forward and 
this is the way forward. Each Neighbourhood 
Watch will have a named person from their local 
Safer Neighbourhood Team responsible for the 
watch and each watch will have its own meetings to 
discuss ways to resolve local issues. The watches will 
deal with officers who have good local knowledge. 

“We will continue to provide a good service. 

It will look slightly different, but it will still be 
a good service.”

Cinema fan reels us 
in to put golden days 
of glamour and glitz

F ROM cinemas in small converted 
shops to the luxurious super-cinemas 
of the 1930s heyday, Haringey has 
had its fair share of picture houses 
over the years. 

Now writer and cinema enthusiast Jeremy 
Buck, from Pelham Road, Wood Green, has 
poured two years of painstaking research into 
a new book which charts the “fascinating 
histories” and subsequent decline of 
Haringey’s cinemas.

openings and what became of them after the last 
reel was shown. 

Mr Buck said: “To me, these cinemas conjure 
up a forgotten age of glitz and glamour when 
people went to the cinema to see their favourite 
film stars. These buildings were often very well¬ 
decorated and were designed to transport you to 
a sort of fantasy world. Back in the 1930s and 
40s, going to the cinema seemed to be very much 
a part of people’s lives. They used to go at least 
once or maybe even twice or three times a week. 

“You didn’t have to dress up and it was fairly 
cheap to see a film whereas the theatre was 
relatively expensive. People didn’t have 
televisions in those days and all your friends 
would be there too - it was a friendly, sociable 
thing to do.” 

Together with pages and pages of fascinating 
illustrations, many of which have never been 
published before, the book also includes memo¬ 
ries of residents who recall their regular trips to 
the “pictures”. 


H ARINGEY has three listed cinema build¬ 
ings within its borders - the Gaumont 
Palace in Wood Green, the Odeon at 
Muswell Hill and the Palace in Tottenham,with 
just the Odeon still open as a cinema today. But 
the borough has also been home to scores of 
other cinemas which, while not as glamorous or 
as widely-known, provided people with hours of 
cheap entertainment. 

Mr Buck, who is also a member of the Cinema 
Theatre Association, used the archive at Bruce 
Castle Museum as well as the British Library 
Newspapers archive in Colindale to research his 
book. He discovered interesting snippets of infor¬ 
mation along the way, such as the fact that there 
was a roller-skating rink attached to the Electro¬ 
scope cinema in Station Road, Wood Green. 

But the craze for roller-skating quickly died 
out, leading to the closure of both the rink and the 
cinema just a year after opening. It re-opened as 
Palais de Luxe in November 1913, advertising 
itself as “the finest and most up-to-date picture 
house in the district” before undergoing another 
transformation in 1938 to become The Rex, with 
a striking art deco frontage and opening with the 
appropriately-titled film Back In Circulation, 
starring Joan Blondell. 

“There were bigger programmes in those days,” 
said Mr Buck. “They would often show two 
shortish films and maybe a cartoon and then 
there would be an interval. Then a longer film 
which was usually American, and it would all be 
done on a continuous performance, so you could 
walk in halfway through, unlike today when there 
are set performance times. 

“People often had to wait outside because the 
films were so popular and there were armies of 
usherettes to show people to their seats. 

Prices were just a few pence originally and then 
they gradually crept up.” 

The first films to be shown were British before 
American “movies” started making their way 
across the Atlantic and gradually began to domi¬ 
nate the market. There was a huge resurgence in 
cinema-going in 1929 when silent movies - ie 
images usually accompanied only by a piano or

Wurlitzer organ - were replaced by “talking pic¬ 
tures” or “talkies”, leading to a boom in bigger 
cinemas being built. 

The first cinema in Haringey was the 500- 
seater Cinematica in Finsbury Park, which 
opened in October 1909, richly decorated with 
elaborate plasterwork and large lamps, thought to 
have been modelled on travelling fairground film 
shows of the time. 

Alan Clark, who used to visit the Coliseum in 
Salisbury Promenade, Harringay, shared his 
memories in the book. He said: “I probably first 
visited in 1947, aged 11 or 12. I remember a fat 
gentleman standing outside and cajoling children 
to see the show, which wouldn’t be allowed today. 
It was a duty of the usherettes to ensure seats 
were vacated at the end of the programme - often 
a source of contention such as ‘You’ve seen it - 
get out!’ ‘No I haven’t. I’ve just come in!”’ 

“There were a couple of downsides - shouts, 
whistles and boos when the film broke - usually 
at least once per performance.”

A MAN from Finsbury Park must spend at least 
30 years behind bars after being convicted of his 
part in the murder of a shopkeeper in Holloway. 

Relatives of 50-year-old Ahmet Paytak have 
spoken of their anguish as 31-year-old Michael 
James was handed a life sentence last week. 
James, of Ursula Mews, was also convicted of 
the attempted murder of Mr Paytak’s son, 21- 
year-old Husyein Paytak. 

Mr Paytak, a married father of three, was in a 
shop with his son in March last year when a hail 
of bullets was fired at them. Mr Paytak died at 
the scene while his son narrowly escaped with 
his life after suffering serious leg injuries. 

James drove a stolen motorcycle to and away 
from the murder scene while his pillion passen¬ 
ger is thought to have actually carried out the 
shooting. The attack is believed to have been 
part of a Turkish gang feud with the Paytaks tar¬ 
geted in a case of mistaken identity. 

Police said the pair were “entirely innocent 
victims” caught up in a “violent feud”. 

Detective Inspector Joe Daly, of the Homicide 
And Serious Crime Command, said: “Mr 
Paytak’s death was a tragic and senseless loss of 
life which has devastated a family. 

“We are committed to continuing our efforts to 
bring other suspects involved in this horrific 
crime to justice.” 

In a family statement Mr Paytak’s daughter, 
Elif Paytak, said: “Since Dad has passed away 
we have not been the same. 

“Time has not made it any easier - in fact it is 
getting harder to come to terms with as time 
goes by and the truth of him not being around 
becomes more and more obvious. 

“Every day we wish this was all a nightmare 
and we would wake up with our dad next to us.” 

A reward of £20,000 is still on offer for infor¬ 
mation about what happened. Anyone with

“THE Pub That Rocks” is the legend 
underneath The Castle’s name. 

It’s a funky phrase but one that 
actually does this bastion of live 
music a disservice. 

For one, it is easily 100 chart posi¬ 
tions above the lousy film The Boat 
That Rocks which inspired this 
phrase. Secondly, it’s not just a pub 
but a fine eatery as well, which 
serves food all day as well as 
acclaimed roasts on Sundays. 

During the past year, owner Denis 
Cook has worked hard to raise stan¬ 
dards and the results can be seen 
from the moment you walk in the 
door, with one of the most eye¬ 
catching decors for music lovers in 
north-west London - full of vintage 
posters, sofas with Beatles prints 
and a lifetime of memorabilia. 

“I would like The Castle to be 
recognised as a good music venue 
where locals and other Londoners 
come and have some good nights 
where they can really enjoy them¬ 
selves,” said Denis. 

A quick scan of the programme 
reveals an enticing mix of old stars 
- Neil Innes, Chas Hodges, John 
Otway and Maggie Bell - alongside 
tribute bands and local groups, who 
take over the back room most 
Thursdays to Sundays. They are 


brought together by a man who 
knows the odd note or two about the 
music business: Denis has not only 
DJ’d in London since the 1960s but 
inspired his famous nephew, Nor¬ 
man, proudly showing me a quote 
from Fat Boy Slim himself in which 
he says Denis was his role model.

Enigma that almost 
has it, by George 



The American (15)

FOR two thirds of this serious, ellip¬ 
tical film I thought we were in the 
company of a masterpiece. 

A deceptively gentle opening is 
followed by a moment of surprising 
violence, causing the George 
Clooney character, a 
professional killer, to hide out in a 
remote Italian village. 

We know nothing about him - his 
nationality is the only thing we’re 
sure of - while the reasons people 
want him dead are equally opaque. 
A priest strikes up a form of friend¬ 
ship with the taciturn, solitary Amer¬ 
ican whose only other companion is 
a prostitute called Clara he regularly 
has sex with, and his days are filled 
with creating a specially ordered rifle 
for a beautiful female colleague. 

Dialogue is stripped to the bone 
to make every utterance feel impor¬ 
tant while the pauses are filled with 
intrigue as we try to penetrate the 
narrative fog of this enigma. 

As such it displays very European 
sensibility, as if Jason Bourne found 


himself in Antonioni’s The Passen¬ 
ger, while Anton Corbijn’s direction 
and George Clooney - playing 
against type - are masterful and 
both are backed up by an artillery 
of attractive, continental talent. 

But it is let down by the denoue¬ 
ment and too many narrative 
threads are left to twist in the wind. 

Nothing wrong in ambivalence, of 
course, but the final third is not intel¬ 
ligent or rewarding enough to equal 
the work that we, as viewers, have 


invested in a subtle piece of film- 
making which just runs out of gas, 
while the Clooney character is ulti¬ 
mately too nebulous for us to care 
deeply about what happens to him. 

Based on a book by Martin 
Booth, A Very Private Gentleman, a 
few more rewrites could well have 
made this the modern classic which 
the hype has led us to believe this 
is, and fully justified that fourth or 
even fifth star.

HARRY EYEING 
QUALIFICATION

SPURS boss Harry Redknapp has called for 
his side to finish the job tonight and seal 
qualification to the last 16 of the 
Champions League with a victory over 
Werder Bremen at White Hart Lane. 

Tottenham have two matches remaining in 
Group A, but need just one victory to secure 
their passage to the knockout stage after 
going top with a famous 3-1 win over Inter 
Milan. 

The manager wants his side to seal quali¬ 
fication with a game to spare, and not have 
to go to FC Twente next month needing a 
win while in the middle of a tricky run of 
fixtures in the Premier League. 

Spurs are level on seven points with Inter 
but have the edge due to their head-to-head 
record, while Twente have five points and 
Bremen just two. 

The German side also have severe injury 
problems, with Claudio Pizarro, Clemens 
Fritz, Naldo, Sebastian Boenisch and Tim 
Borowski all ruled out. 

However, Bremen need to win, and 
Redknapp is expecting a difficult game. 


“The group is still wide open. We need a 
result on Wednesday,” he said. 

“You don’t want to be going into the last 
game away to Twente needing to win the 
game to get through the group. We need to 
put it to bed if we can. 

“We go to Birmingham, and have 
Liverpool coming up, so there are some big 
games. 

“Bremen are not a bad side, they’re dan¬ 
gerous opposition. To get out of the group 
would be a good achievement.” 

Meanwhile Jermain Defoe insists that he 
never doubted Spurs’ ability to seal their 
amazing 3-2 win at Arsenal on Saturday. 

The Gunners were 2-0 up cruising at the 
Emirates, before Spurs produced a second- 
half fightback to seal their first win at the 
home of their bitter rivals for 17 years. 

“Second half, I think they eased off a 
little bit,” said the half-time substitute. 

“Sometimes it’s difficult when you go 
2-0 up. People think you just go on and you 
win the game quite comfortably. 

“But sometimes you take your foot off the 
gas. I think they did that and when we got 
the goal back I knew we’d win the game.”
